8 .R.O. 2E.—In exercise ol the powers conferred by section 60 of the Canton- 
rnents Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), and In supersession of notification No, S.R.O. 95, 
dated the 15th February, 1958, published at pages 49—64 of the Gazette of India, 
Part II—Section 4, dated the 22nd February, 1958, the Cantonment Board, 
Allahabad, with the previous sanction of the Central Government, hereby imposes 
a tax, namely, non-refundable octroi, on all goods mentioned In Schedule 1 annex^ 
hereto and brought within the limits of the Cantonment of Allahabad, for consump¬ 
tion, use or sale therein at the rate specified in that Schedule In respect of each 
class of goods, subject to the condition that goods mentioned In Schedule II 
annexed hereto shall be exempt from said tax.
